REPORT OF POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Department recorded 340 service calls this past year, a negligible 
increase over 1972. Previous years had shown increases of approximately 10% 
and this is a welcome sign. 


The budget proposal for 1974 is, quite frankly, one which promises less 
for more. Less, because over the years the police demands have become an in- 
creasing burden on one man and this year will begin an attempt on the part of 
this man, myself, to shed some of this burden. What we have had these past 
few years is very close to full-time availability at the price of a very 
part-time operation. This year I plan to personally return to a true part- 
time status. This will result in increased periods of time when no Lyme 
officer will be available. We do have 24-hour coverage, though thin at 
times, from the State Police, and during these periods it will be necessary 
for the dispatcher to refer calls which cannot wait to that agency. There 
will be other periods, however, during which, although I personally will not 
be available, there will be a Lyme officer either on an active or a standby 
basis. 


In order to make it more attractive for qualified people to take on 
such duty as well as to make it economically possible for me to continue to 
carry the major portion of the responsibility, I hope to pay these people the 
same rate I am asking for myself, $4.25 per hour. Though this may seem some- 
what steep compared to the 1973 rate of $2.90, it must be remembered that, 
for myself and even more so for the officers, police work in Lyme is strictly 
a secondary job at best; an overtime affair. To ask a man to work in Lyme 
after having put in a full day's work elsewhere and then pay him far less 
for this work than he could get working overtime at his regular job just does 
not make available the man-hours which will be needed for me to successfully 
pass more responsibility to others this coming year. 


With an eye to permitting other officers to plan their time so that they 
may take on more of the Lyme duty, we plan to go to a semi-rigid duty 
schedule in 1974. Over the year the weekly average will come to about 25 
hours. On those occasions when no answer is received at the local police 
phone number, a call to the dispatcher at 643-2222 will ensure that your mes- 
sage will reach a Lyme officer as soon as one is available. The call will be 
relayed to the State Police if it is an emergency or if you so wish. Many 
times 643-2222 is the best number to call in the first place and we strongly 
encourage its use at anytime for any police business. 


Unfortunately scheduled hours are not going to provide the level and 
flexibility of police coverage we have become accustomed to, but I can see no 
way of avoiding this drop in efficiency without going much closer to a full- 


time status, which Lyme just does not need.

Book circulation increased by 700 during 1973. New shelves were in- 
stalled downstairs, and the basement library room was repainted during the in- 
stallation period. An up-to-date shelf list of the entire book collection is 
being made. 


The main library is open 21 hours a week when school is in session, 12 
hours a week at other times. The Lyme Center Branch Library, in the home of 
Miss Gladys Gaylord, is open 1 hour a week, with Julia Elder, librarian. The 
Kindergarten children come at this time. At other times, Miss Gaylord will 
assist anyone in borrowing a book. 


This year we hope to expand our subscription to the McNaughton Plan, a 
revolving leasing service, to make more current books available. The State 
Bookmobile continues to provide us with about 1,000 volumes on loan for each 
3-4 month period. 


The school library program provides a half-hour to 45 minutes library 
time each week in small groups, story hours, individual training in library 
skills, particularly for the eighth grade, supplementary materials to 
teachers for classroom use, and film programs from the State Film Service. A 
Summer Reading Program was held. The Lyme librarian, Geneva Menge, was one 
of 18 school personnel and librarians who participated in a 3-week Summer 
Institute on School Media Center Development and Use at Plymouth, and it is 
hoped that ways can be found to make the library serve as a true school media 
center. Many of the necessary resources are available if we can make them 
more accessible to the students. 


As part of our Audio-visual Project, we now have the following equipment 
available, with certain qualifications, to groups and individuals in Lyme: 


a 


1 automatic carousel slide projector; 1 screen; 1 automatic sound filmstrip 
viewer; 2 individual filmstrip viewers; 2 individual slide viewers; 1 hand 
slide viewer; 1 cassette recorder; 2 cassette players; 1 headset and 1 Kodak 
Visual Maker shared with Howe Library, for making slides from pictures. As 
the project is in cooperation with the School District also, other equipment 
may be shared. We are now accumulating a small collection of sound film- 
strips and cassette tapes, and many of the Mildred Taylor Memorial slides are 
being collected into sets for circulation and school use. The Lyme 
Historians plan to make slides of their picture collection to be accompanied 
by explanatory cassettes for circulation. 


The trustees are making plans for an addition to the library at some 
time in the future. We have received word that Title II funds for Public 
Library Construction Projects have been released, for up to 40% of total con- 
struction costs, but must be awarded by June 1, 1974. We regret that it is 
unlikely that we will have raised 60% of construction costs by that date. 


We are very grateful to all who have given to the library during the 
year, to the Lyme Home Demonstration Group and to the Utility Club for their 
special gifts, to the Kilhams for a library book truck. We wish to thank in 
particular all those who have given memorial gifts, and the many volunteer 
Friends of the Library, especially Marianne Plummer and Jean Knapp, who have 
given so generously and regularly of their time. 


Luane Cole and Sharon Greatorex have continued book delivery to shut- 
ins, previously carried out by Gloria Daley and Tita Wernimont. Anyone de- 
siring this service may leave word at the library, and the trustees will be 
grateful for any other suggestions as to how the library may better serve the 
town.

LYME HOME HEALTH AGENCY 


Annual Committee Report 
Lg7S 


The past year was again an active one for the Lyme Home Health Agency, 
its sixth year as an official agency of the Town of Lyme. The Agency was re- 
certified in May by Medicare, which means we meet the increasingly complex 
standards established by the Medicare Administration for the delivery of 
skilled nursing care to the members of the community. 


The Lyme Home Health Agency has three broad programs for Lyme citizens: 
health education, disease prevention, and home nursing. These programs in- 
clude services such as well-child clinics, physical therapy, health mainte- 
nance visits to the elderly, health counseling, and skilled bedside nursing. 
The agency strongly feels that full use of these services by those in need of 
health care can help reduce the costs of total care, and perhaps shorten 
hospital stay. 


Our nurse, Mrs. Roger Jenks, made 642 visits in 1973 to 169 individuals. 
Of these calls, 358 were for direct nursing care while 284 were for counsel- 
ing or education. Mrs. Jenks also attended many professional meetings and 
workshops throughout the year. 


The Well-Child Clinics, run cooperatively with the Orford Community 
Health Service, were begun in February 1973. A total of 274 children were 
seen from Lyme, Orford and Piermont. Services offered at these clinics for 
pre-school children include: physical examinations, simple laboratory tests, 
immunizations, nutritional and dental counseling; with physicians, Public 
Health Nurses, dietitians and nutrition aides in attendance. We feel this 
positive program is effective and popular. 


The Lyme Home Health Agency is a member of the Association of Home Health 
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Care Agencies of New Hampshire, the Bi-State Association of Home Health Agen- 
cies (N. H. and Vt.) and the National League for Nursing. The Committee 

also works closely with the Lyme Medical Associates, the Department of Com- 
munity Medicine at the Dartmouth Medical School, the Bi-State Community 
Health Project, and the N. H. Bureau of Maternal and Child Health. 


Our concern is to reach any Lyme resident regardless of economic situa- 
tion who may need our services. The office in the Library basement is open 
Tuesdays and Thursdays 9-12 (795-2661). Mrs. Talbert Bacon is the Clerk. 
Calls can also be made to the nurse, Ruth Jenks, at her home early in the 
morning 795-2176.

REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


During the past year the Commission has continued to organize a re- 
cycling day on the first Saturday of each month. On each collection day 
several yards of material was transported to West Lebanon, to be re-used 
rather than occupy space in the Town dump. Miss Rae Welch, who is resigning 
from the Commission after four years of service to devote more time to her 
bookshop, has been responsible for keeping the monthly collections. The mem- 
bers of the Commission sincerely regret that she must resign and express 
their thanks for her excellent service and that of all the volunteers who 
make the re-cycling program possible. 


Since one of the duties of the Conservation Commission is to inventory 
the natural resources of the town, it is fortunate to have Mrs. Bernice 
Horton, a botanist, as a member. During the past year Mrs. Horton has pre- 
pared, in a limited edition, a booklet on rare and endangered plant species 
which might be found in Lyme. Ours is the only town in New Hampshire where 
one of the listed species has been found. We would like to know if it is 
still here. Booklets will be made available to persons who are interested in 
searching for this species and the other plants which are listed therein. 


The Commission has also been active in procuring and checking the en- 
larged aerial photos, for which funds were appropriated at the 1973 Town 
Meeting. These will form the base of the property map which each town must 
have by State law. 


Speaking of State law, the last legislature passed three bills which 
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affect the Commission. Two of these bills revised the enabling acts of the 
Planning Board and the Commission on one common point. The Planning Board 
must appoint one of its members to the Commission for the term of one year. 


The third bill is concerned with dredge and fill. For some years it has 
been a State law that a permit must be obtained from the Dredge and Fill 
Board of the Water Resources Department before any wet land (marsh, swamp, 
bog or stream) can be filled in or dredged out. Under the new revision it is 
now necessary to present to the Town Clerk three copies of the permit applica- 
tion.

Several months ago Mary Hitchcock Memorial Hospital requested to be re- 
lieved of the responsibility for staffing the ambulance on the day shift, 
Monday through Friday. In addition, based upon a time survey, the actual 
cost of fire manpower utilized has been charged to the ambulance service. 
These combined factors have substantially increased personnel costs. 


A coordinating committee, with representatives from all communities, is 
being established to advise on policy and operating problems of common con- 
cern to the participating communities. In 1974 a new service agreement will 
be provided which details the financial and service obligations of all parties. 
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REPORT OF THE YOUTH COUNSELOR 


Being a new position in our community I would like to share with you how 
the Youth Counselor job has evolved in its first year. 


A Youth Committee was formed by the Selectmen to create a job descrip- 
tion and present a candidate for their approval. The committee decided that 
one function of the Youth Counselor would be to set up and supervise proba- 
tions for Lyme juveniles found delinquent by the court. The other function 
is to be available to the youth of Lyme and their families to help them with 
whatever might be troubling them. With the above understanding I began my 
responsibilities about September first. 


These past months have been spent establishing myself with Lyme teen- 
agers, the Lyme school, the area high schools, the Hanover District Court, 
and the New Hampshire Department of Probation. To this end we have initiated 
a Friday night recreation program at the school gym which has averaged 18-30 
teenagers, boys and girls. Better than 75 young people have been involved. 

I have visited our local school and the five area high schools to meet with 
school personnel and Lyme students. A good working relationship has been 
developed with the District Court and Lyme Police Department as well as with 
the New Hampshire Department of Probation, of which I am now a special proba- 
tion officer. 


At present my case load consists of 4 youths on probation and 1 pending 
court case. I have had three referrals from schools, two requests from fami- 
lies to help with family problems, and two referrals from townspeople. 


At this writing the Youth Committee and I are initiating plans for me to 
work more closely as a counselor for grades 7 and 8. Our hope is to provide 
educational and personal counseling during a period when important education- 
al choices are being made and many personal problems are present. To this 
end I will be spending a definite period of time each week in the Lyme 
school. Another goal is to work specifically with those teenagers who are 
experiencing difficulty with the transition to high school or are considered 
high potential school dropouts. 


We plan to continue the Friday night program and hopefully will be able 
to expand to two evenings to provide separate activities for junior and 
senior highs. This will depend upon finding volunteers who will be willing 
to give one evening a month to supervise the program. 


Hopefully as we continue to gain the confidence of the youth and adults 
in Lyme our program will be able to provide more help to our community. I 
would especially like to thank the Selectmen and the Youth Committee for 
their support during these past months.

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LYME SCHOOL BOARD ANNUAL REPORT 


The Principal and teaching staff are continuing to evaluate all courses 
in all grades in an effort to find any deficiencies and take the necessary 
steps to correct them. The School Board requested this be done last year in 
an effort to create strong continuous programs. 


Principal Campbell reports that some of our first year high school stu- 
dents are excelling in mathematics. The Board is pleased to note this accom- 
plishment in this extremely important area. 


The School Board welcomes Mr. Joshua Epstein to our teaching staff. Mr. 
Epstein replaced Mrs. Long as Grade IV teacher. 


The Board also welcomes Raymond G. Edwards and Jacqueline P. Clement as 
our new Superintendent and Assistant Superintendent of schools. 


The Reading program continues to be working well and needs to be expanded 
to include the Middle School. Our Reading teacher has been concentrating on 
the first four grades in an effort to correct reading problems before the 
children enter the Middle School; however, due to a lack of time, many 
children have not progressed enough upon entering the fifth grade which 
necessitates expanding the program to include the Middle School. 


Last summer the new heating pipes were installed in the Laura Barnes 
School. The new system appears to be working properly. However, the boiler 
started leaking during Christmas vacation. At this writing the parts have 
arrived to repair the boiler and, weather permitting, the boiler will be re- 
paired by mid-February. 


The Lyme School Board and the Lyme School District Planning Committee 
are continuing the study of the Middle School program in an effort to see what 
changes could be made to best suit our children's needs. 


The energy crisis has been a constant concern of the School Board. It 
now appears that we will have enough heating fuel for the remainder of the 
year but gasoline could be a problem before June. The Board is applying for 
emergency fuel allotments for the School District. 


In 1971 the New Hampshire State Board of Education approved a statewide 
plan which requires each school district to have a staff development program 
organized and operational by 1975. Preliminary steps are being taken at this 
time in order to start the program this fall. Local districts must set up 
their own plan by using New Hampshire State Board of Education guidelines. 


The New Hampshire Legislature passed (in the last session) a law requir- 
ing school districts such as Lyme who do not maintain a high school to pay 
the full tuition charged by any approved high school their children attend. 
This law becomes effective July 1, 1974. The School Board hopes all high 
school children will explore the opportunities available to them and choose 
the school best suited to his or her needs.

LYME SCHOOL DISTRICT PLANNING COMMITTEE 


The major concern of the Lyme School District Planning Committee during 
1973 has been the Middle School, and particularly the seventh and eighth 
grades because of recurrent disciplinary problems and the lack of motivation 
shown by many of the students. 


After visiting various neighboring junior high schools, including 
Lebanon, Oxbow, Thetford, Hanover and Orford, talking extensively to faculty, 
administrative and staff people in these schools, seeking guidance from the 
staff of our Supervisory Union, and the staff and faculty of the Lyme School, 
the committee has come to the conclusion that most of our problems arise from 
our very inadequate program, which in many areas does not meet the State 
Minimum Standards as set forth in their booklet "Minimum Standards and 
Recommendations for New Hampshire Public Elementary School Approval", and in 
any case is considerably less than any of our neighbors offer. We have no 
home economics, and no industrial arts. Our physical education program is 
the result only of the devotion and extra time donated by the principal, a 
few teachers, and volunteers from the community. The creative and imagina- 
tive areas of music, art and drama are a mere token effort. There is 
nothing in the program which can give any feeling of success to those 
children who have reading problems, but who might excel in other fields. 


There seem to be two possible solutions: to tuition the seventh and 
eighth grades out, or improve the programs offered in the Lyme School. 


Sending the children to another school is considered impractical for 
several reasons: expense, transportation problems, and the divisive in- 
fluence on the town. 


That leaves improving the Lyme School Program, and everywhere we run 
into the problem of space. 


Possible solutions of this problem will concern the committee in the 
coming year.
